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Sound Thinking 

Orchestrating Music in Mattapoisett

An orchestra warming up is the musical equiva- 
lent of a throat clearing. Afterwards, the disparate soimds 
blend into one harmonious voice. 

"This was the intention of the great masters 
— Bach, Beethoven, Mozart — to have all the musical 
families play together, not separating them," explained 
Jean West, strings instructor for Old Hammondtown and 
Center Schools, whose collaboration with school band 
leader Stan Ellis has formed the area's — perhaps the 
state's — only known elementary school orchestra. 

The typical "throat clearing" can be heard as the 
Old Hammondtown School Orchestra practices, bring- 
ing together the unique sounds of the OHS band and the 
strings ensemble. Following their debut at last spring's 
Friends of Old Rochester Music (FORM) concert, and a 
year-end show, the group has been gearing up for more 
performances this year. 

"The kids like it and it's new and different," said 
Mr. Ellis, adding that they will set out to attend the Mas- 
sachusetts Instrumental and Choral Conductors Associa- 
tion's (MICCA) competition in the spring. This will be a 
new venture for the orchestra, but for many players in the 
band, the rigors of playing at MICCA are old hat. With the 
exception of 2004, the concert bands have performed since 
1991. 



Those bands were pioneers in elementary con-

cert bands competing at this event and consistently won 
gold medals, allowing them to perform three times at 
Tanglewood Music Center and once at Boston's Sympho- 
ny Hall, " Mr. Ellis said, adding that the orchestra will not 
be actively competing, but will perform under the status 
for comments. 

"What it does is allow them to watch other 
orchestras. That would be neat to have them see other 
orchestras," he said, adding " It would be the first full 
orchestra at the elementary level in the state." 

The orchestra was a natural progression of exist- 
ing music programs — combining Mr. Ellis' 25 brass and 
wind players with the strings ensemble (25 students in 
Grades 4-6) headed by Ms. West. Each rehearsed their 
orchestral parts separately before joining together under 
Mr. Ellis' direction, as a full orchestra. Ms. West plays on 
violin during rehearsals, keeping her ear in close range 
with her charges. 

Even with his broad experience as a performer 
and director, Mr. Ellis had to learn the specifics of direct-

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ing strings. "Ms. West helped me right along. Conduct- 
ing the orchestra, is 'very different' from concert or jazz 
band," he said. "I had to learn how the dynamics come 
out on the violin ... it's not air or how you pick up the 
drum stick." 

"We've performed for several concerts," said Ms. 
West, explaining this is how music was intended to be 
played by the great composers. Having grown up with 
full orchestras from elementary school onward, Ms. West 
felt strongly about forming the orchestra to give students 
the same experience. "Fortunately Mr. Ellis accepted the 
challenge," she said. 

Local support has been favorable as well. "With 
budget cuts in schools, music is often one of the first areas 
to be cut and these separate entities whittled down," said 
Ms. West, noting that instead music is embraced. With the 
backing of Center School Principal Jack Murphy, she initi- 
ated the strings program five years ago to third graders. 

"Strings are begun early, so that the children get 
adjusted to playing the instrument before music is intro- 
duced at the end of their first year of study," she said. The 
commitment has been strong and numbers have increased 
from 10 to 40. "It's at its infancy now," she said. "We hope 
to see it continue up through the high school." 

ORR School Superintendent Dr. William R. 
Cooper expressed strong hopes for seeing the program 
blossom at the high school level. "If enough people want 
it to happen, it will," he said. Calling the music program a

For the meantime, the students are making beau- 
tiful music together — between throat clearings.

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his students have done. This work included investigating 
anticancer compounds such as Tamoxifen and the devel- 
opment of broad-spectrum insecticides, which have high 
margins of environmental and mammalian safety in pro- 
tecting crops and animals. He also discussed his students' 
research in the environmental area and the transition of 
nuclear magnetic resonance in the chemical laboratory to 
magnetic resonance imaging as a medical tool. 

Dr. Silveira received his BS degree at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts Dartmouth, formerly the New Bed- 
ford Institute of Technology in 1957, and was awarded the 
Honorary Doctor of Science degree in 1975 by his alma 
mater. He received his PhD from the University of Mas- 
sachusetts Amherst in 1962. In 1976 he was appointed to 
the rank of Distinguished Teaching Professor, the highest 
rank in the State University of New York. 

Recipient of over 50 national and international 
awards.

In 1990 he was awarded the New 
York State /United University Professions Excellence 
Award "in recognition of sustained outstanding perfor- 
mance and superior service to the State of New York and 
the State University." 

He is a 1949 graduate of Mattapoisett's Center 
School and a 1952 graduate of Fairhaven High School. In 
1995 he was inducted into the Fairhaven High School Hall 
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of Fame as a "Lifetime Achiever and Outstanding Con- 
tributor in the Community and Chemistry."

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 21, 2005

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 21 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafre- 
niere. Selectman Bradford Morse was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board first met with Treasurer Naida Parker 
to discuss temporarily borrowing from the Stabilization 
Fund to cover pending bills and expenses. "I'm looking 
at taking $500,000 for the time being to carry us through," 
Ms. Parker said. "The good news is the tax bills are going 
out (this week), but it's going to take a few weeks to get 
(that money) in. I'm hoping this $500,000 will do it. We 
should have SEMASS money in early December ... and 
anticipated tax receipts." 

Ms. Parker noted that after tax payments come in, 
she will put those funds back into the Stabilization Fund.

With that, the board unanimously voted to approve bor- 
rowing $500,000 from the Stabilization Fund as requested. 

At 7:07 pm the board met with members of the 
Rochester Cemetery Commission to appoint Leo P. Dalbec 
to fill a vacancy on their board. The joint boards unani- 
mously voted to appoint Mr. Dalbec as a Cemetery Com- 
missioner 

At 7:10 pm the board met with ORR School Su- 
perintendent Dr William Cooper to discuss the matter of 
Health Insurance for Rochester Memorial School teach- 
ers. Dr Cooper questioned whether the issue should be 
discussed in Executive Session, since it was originally a 
teacher's union matter. 

"This goes back to 2002 when the (insurance 
provider) raised the drug co-pay without notifying (the 
teachers)," Dr Cooper said. 

According to Chairman Laboa, a settlement agree- 
ment has been reached which would reimburse about 40 
employees and would cost an additional $4,000 to $5,000 
— a sum which has not been budgeted. As such, the 
board said they need to consult with the Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) and see where the funds would come from 
to cover these reimbursement costs. 

Chairman Laboa also referenced the e-mail he 
sent to Dr. Cooper last week regarding the e-mail reply 
from Steve Shiraka, District Facilities Manager for the 
ORR School District, to Brian Ouellette, Custodian for 
Memorial School, which Mr Laboa termed "a disturbing

response." Mr. Shiraka's e-mail essentially suggested he 
not be bothered with any future Memorial School needs 
since Rochester had recently hired a facilities manager to 
oversee all town-owned buildings. 

"I did receive (your e-mail) and I can tell you we 
are handling it internally," Dr. Cooper said. 

As for the testing and continued distribution of 
bottled water at Memorial School, Dr. Cooper felt that 
until the water quality tests at the school indicated it was 
safe to drink over a period of several months, he would 
prefer to keep providing the bottled water in the interim. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted they have begun the water-proofing of 
the Rochester Police Station on Dexter Lane. "That's gone

extraordinarily well," he said. 

Under correspondence, the board received a 
memo from Police Chief Paul Magee suggesting he be 
appointed an agent of the local licensing board — in this 
case, the Board of Selectmen — under the Alcohol Bever- 
age Control Commission (ABCC) guidelines.

SIGNS OF AGINGS 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
hut wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

everyone buckles up," said Colonel Thomas Robbins of 
the Massachusetts State Police. 

Since joining the national Click It or Ticket 
Campaign, Massachusetts has seen its safety belt use rate 
increase from 51 percent in 2002 to 65 percent in 2005. Yet 
the Commonwealth's use rate compares unfavorably to 
the national rate that stood at 82 percent in 2005.

Cranberries Are Good Food 

Researchers at the University of Massachusetts 
Dartmouth are finding that the native cranberry may have 
several potential health benefits, including preventing 
cancer in humans and urinary tract infections in pets. 

Grown primarily in the northeast, cranberries 
have been thought of as a Thanksgiving Day side dish. 
However, UMass Dartmouth professors see the fruit as 
a way to help people with certain ailments. There are 
encouraging signs of this, although more research must be 
done to ensure its validity in humans and pets. 

"It has been fairly well established that cranber- 
ries are helpful in fighting urinary tract infections," said 
Catherine Neto, UMass Dartmouth associate professor of 
chemistry and biochemistry. "It had been suspected for 
many years, but recent studies are suggesting this. Coinci- 
dentally some of the same compounds found in cranber- 
ries can be used as an anti-cancer drug." 

Neto said cancer prevention and the fruit still 
needs to be tested and that is some time off. She said cran- 
berries might also come in handy as an anti-inflammatory 
product. All of these benefits are potentially good, but

more time and research are still needed, said Neto. 

Like humans, pets may benefit from eating cran- 
berries. Although no positive link can be attributed to 
this, UMass Dartmouth Chancellor-Professor of Market- 
ing Nora Ganim Barnes said the way this came out was 
stunning. 

"People who own pets figured that if cranber- 
ries were good for them, then it would also be good for 
their pets," said Barnes, who also serves as director of the 
UMass Dartmouth Market Research Center. "Baby boom- 
ers who have children who leave have their family pets 
take over as their children." 

The pet food industry generated more than $30 
billion during 2004, according to Barnes. Roughly $14 
billion of that total was attributed to food purchases. This 
comes from a study Barnes did recently for the pet food 
industry. 

Barnes said she was surprised with the find- 
ings because none of it was what she expected to find. 
She found more than one-third, or 38 percent, of the pet 
food makers incorporating cranberries in their products.

Barnes said she expects that number to rise dramatically. 

"Many of the nearly 100 pet food makers said 
they now use cranberries in their products," said Barnes. 
"As competition from smaller companies becomes a threat 
to these larger companies, the larger companies will start 
looking into this." 

The head of the Cape Cod Cranberry Growers As- 
sociation agrees with the UMass Dartmouth assessment 
pets and humans may benefit from eating cranberries 
anytime, not just during Thanksgiving. 

"As part of a balanced diet, cranberries can be 
used as a bacterial flush and maintaining a healthy uri- 
nary tract," said Jeff Lafleur, CCCGA executive director 
"Research has uncovered some potential, but it is very 
early in the research process. Although there is no scien- 
tific backing, researchers are trying to see the connections 
between cranberries and pets. There is great potential in 
that market," he said. 

Neto said she is working with Dr. Justine Vanden 
Heuvel of the Cranberry Experiment Station in East Ware- 
ham on how to grow better cranberries and making them 
more marketable for cranberry growers.

fWalk the Line. Starring Joaquin Plioenix and 
Reese Witherspoon. Directed by James Mangold. 
Running time: 136 minutes. MPAA rating: PG- 
Johmy Cash was a giant — a myth (partly of his 
own making) — and Walk the Line reduces him to just 
a man. Some of Cash's fans may take issue with that, 
but it's something that Cash himself, who stripped his 
sound way down in his final decade,might have approved 
of. In Walk the Line, John R. Cash (Joaquin Phoenix) is 
revealed as a country boy with deep self-esteem prob- 
lems: for instance, he has the Stand by Me scene where 
his perfect older brother dies and his father rails at God 
for "taking the wrong son." John just wants to play music, like the Carter 
Family on the radio, especially that cute little June Carter. He starts out as 
a fumbling gospel singer at a time when gospel is on the way out and the 
axis of rhythm & blues, rock 'n' roll, and country are taking over music. 
Luckily he has his own tune to fall back on, "Folsom Prison Blues" — taken 
not from hard experience but from a newsreel he saw in the Air Force. 

By demythologizing Cash, and taking him so far into self-abnegation 
that June Carter (Reese Witherspoon) even says "Maybe you should take 
credit for something" Walk the Line paradoxically restores the great man's 
larger-than-life aura. It was hard work to become "Johnny Cash," the man 
who seemed to run against all popular wisdom and come out bigger than ever 
— releasing a live prison album, covering Nine Inch Nails in his twilight 
years, when most singers his age would' ve been happy to sit back and cash 
the royalty checks. Joaquin Phoenix gets Cash's early insecurity — he was 
an original because, frankly, he sucked at being like anyone else. When we 
first see him perform "Folsom Prison Blues" for record-label honcho Sam 
Phillips, Phoenix's Cash begins shakily but gains power and confidence. 
It's a primal finding-your- voice moment that reminded me of Kurt Russell 
blissfully laying down "Blue Moon of Kentucky" in John Carpenter's Elvis, 
which this movie most resembles. 

The movie, executive-produced by John Carter Cash (the only child 
of Johrmy and June), is structured as a love story between two entertainers 
married to other people who don't appreciate their artistry. Cash's first wife 
(Ginnifer Goodwin) is drawn as an unimaginative woman who just wants 




John to go into her daddy's business. She has a point: he's got a child to 
feed and another on the way, and his gospel career is going nowhere. But 
success soon comes, and with it the by-now-cUched temptations of sex and 
drugs. Cash gets hooked on amphetamines and barbiturates, introduced to 
him by some of the bad boys in his circle. (Some of them include Elvis, 
Jerry Lee Lewis, and Roy Orbison; the movie is particularly fine at capturing 
a confusing moment in pop culture, before rock and country definitively 
went separate ways.) 

What John needs is an equal, someone who won't say yes to him all the 
time, and he finds his redemption in June Carter (Witherspoon hasn't been 
this vibrant in years). She's a perky princess in a family of country-music 
royalty; he's the strange proto-goth with dirt under his fingemails and beer 
on his breath. Nobody wants them together; even June isn't sure. But John 
pursues her over the years, and she is touched by how strenuously he works 
to make himself worthy of her. Our knowledge that their union lasted 35 
years, until her death in 2003 and his death four months later, helps fill in 
the blanks left by a sometimes too-respectful, son-approved script. 

Walk tite Line is a sturdily conventional biopic, directed with no special 
touches by James Mangold {Girl, Interrupted; Cop Land). The concert 
scenes, with Phoenix and Witherspoon providing their own capable vocals, 
are just this side of electrifying — Mangold doesn't have time to let the 
performances build. We get a triumphant rendition of "Cocaine Blues" at 
Folsom, but we don't get his San Quentin appearance, with his legendary 
reading of "San Quentin, may you rot and bum in hell," which on the live 
album gets an audience response unlike any other you'll hear. Walk the 
Line tames Cash a little, and provides no insight into why he would write 
a fabled lyric like "1 shot a man in Reno/Just to watch him die." Phoenix's 
mercurial performance, less cool than hot-blooded, tells us some of it, and 
there are moments when you can honestly see how Phoenix's Cash could 
age into the towering oak tree who cut 1994's American Recordings and, 
at age 62, became a bad-ass for a whole new generation.
